OTTAWA—The Prices Board an- 
nounced Thursday that under meat 
rationing, now in effect in Canada, 
consumers who had meat stored in 
lockers ‘when the - rationing ‘ order 
came into force are ‘required to re-, 
port their holdings before June 30 to 
the nearest Dranch of the Board's ra- 
tion administration, / 

The’ Board said .such reports 
should be accompanied. by meat cou- 
pons from the ration books of mem- 
the

each two pounds gross weight which 
are stored. Thig regulation applies al- 
so to farmers. . 

Officials said that a family of five, 
for example, might have 100 pounds!

stant bits of ‘repair work which con- 
stantly costs sums of money which 
are, in the main, just so much money 
thrown away on account of the work 
being of so unpermanent a nature! 
The matter, too, of establishing a 
hostess house in town for our new~ 
comers is one which should be 
brought to the attention of everyone 
in the very near future.
